And what is the use of passing laws
to Oblige children to attend school
when manufactures will employ them
at smwall wages, will not ewmploy their
‘fathers at a living wags, and thuos lit-
erally compel the children to support
their parents? Aud too, when starva-
tion is the penalty if they do not work!

What can be done when those grasp J

ing, sordid money-grabbers will ahut
the door of their shops and factories in
the face of men and open them wide to
women and children? Not that their
work is better, but simply because
they can get their labor at a lower
price. This unnatural, utterly wrong
condition, which put wofmens and
children in competition with husbands
and fathers is the wall on which man-
ufacturers raise thisr prosperity and
build their collossal fortunes. And
the pity of it all is that every year alike
sees more and more of it, in spite
law and legislation. More busy women
not only bearing the burdens of house
and home kKeeping and child bearingz,
but compelled in part in whole
to support their husbands, pe-haps, his
sons!

And this i3 what these femula re-
formers who have taught us every wo-
man onght to be self-supporting, ought
to be able to work,ouzit todoa man’s
work as wellas a man, have brought
us to. Women are placed now where
they must work. In the “good old
days” when women had no rights,
every man felt himself in honor bound
to support his womankind. It was
felt a disgrace to him if be allowed
them to work—it was evidence that he
was unsuccessful, not a geod manager,
Now, the ‘‘tables arve turned,” and
very likely a few short years will see
social conditions so changed that a
woman who cannot maintain her men
foik in comfort, or idleness will be
éonsidered u failure.

This is what women have done for
women —forced her into a poesition
where instead of working because it
is hempleasure she is compelled to toil
compelled to make her babies toil,
that together they may eke out a
maintenance. Talk about the work
of wife or mother! Neither egual
what is expected in nine-tenths of the
occuptions injwhich,women are employ-
ed, and in the other tenth the anxiety
of physical demands. Thousands of
women are learning how bitter is the
boon for whiech they have struggled,
and that theburden they have invitea
is beavier than they can carry. It is
high time to call a halt and see “where
weare at,” High time that women
turned to ‘“the right about” and sur-
weyed the situation, as it opens before
